Each of these interests finds itself 
voyaging between the Scylla and Charybdis of the 
other two. The car men need the support of the 
public and the companies.

The 
public needs the support of the companies and the 
car men. Their interests are inextricably bound 
up together. 

The greatest of these interests is the public. 
The public is determined. to ‘be satisfied; ‘will be 
satisfied; for all public utilities are at its disposal;

“The present thea will be submitted to the 
senate of the United States at the same time that 
the treaty of Versailles is submitted to the penate 
for its advice and consent." | 

The treaty of Versailles has been submitted. It 
was delivered to the senate more than three weeks 
ago, when the president said this: 

“I shall presently have occasion to lay before 
you a special treaty with France, whose object is 
the temporary protection of France from unpro- 
voked aggression by the pewer with whom this 


treaty of peace has been negotiated. Its terms 


link it with this treaty. .. .” | 4 

If “its terms link it with this treaty ” the senate 
cannot be held responsible for a delay of more 
than three weeks duging which the president has 
withheld it, for if the treaty of peace is to be con- 
sidered as interwoven with the league covenant 
and the Anglo-French-American treaty is linked 
with the treaty of peace it follows they must be 
considered together. And yet the French treaty is 
not fortheoming. 

There is nothing to Blain Mr. Wilson’s re- 

luctance in a situation which apparently calls for 
frank dealing. The French.treaty specifically di-. 
rects that it be submitted to the senate “at the 
same time” that the Versailles treaty is submit- 
ted. Yet three weeks have elapsed. “Its terms 
link it” with the Versailles treaty. How can the 
Versailles treaty be considered when the senate is 
plainly advised that another document hinges to 
it and that document a secret? 
The senate is criticized in some quarters for its 
alleged procrastination. It is becoming apparent 
that it #4 not the senate’s procrastinations that are 
at fault. The senate cannot advise and consent as 
to ‘hikes which have not been ‘submitted to at. 


CONSUMERS’ LEAGUES. 

It now appears that we are to have an “ Antl- 
Profiteering League of America,” composed of 
housewives who are prepared to use various co- 
operative methods to bring down the cost of living. 
; We think the name selected is an unfortunate one; 
it implies a belief on the part of the organization 
that high prices are solely due to profiteering and 
it is bound to alienate a great many dealers in 
foodstuffs who might otherwise be disposed to lend 
their assistance. There are undoubtedly a great 
number of wicked profiteers, but to assume that 
all dealers belong to that class is, we believe, to 
make a blunder at the outset. | 
It is quite possible, however, that some such 
organization of consumers could render a genuine 
service. The producers are organized and the 
middlemen are organized, but up to the present 
time there have been practically no means by which 
the consumers it. any concerted fashion could make 
their influence felt. The mew league, it is said, 
proposes to act through community organizations, 
and we have no doubt that. these organizations, 
if properly managed, could exercise a powerful 
influence in behalf of the consumer. Codperative 
buying involves manifold difficulties, but the mere 
threat of it would serve to méke middlemen and 
retailers more cautious. 3 
* But it is in the field of advising and dausattar 
the consumer that such an organization might 
prove. of greatest service. If certain foodstuffs 
were high for no apparent reason it would have 
tendency to bring prices down if the public were 
so informed and asked to purchase other articles 
of food while these particular prices remained 
abnormal. Or in case of articles which for legiti- 
mate reasons were expensive, advice as to sub- 
stitutes might be given. 

During the war the food administration per- 
formed a service somewhat of this character, and 
it was of unquestionable benefit to the consumer. 
That work might well be carried on by re 
associations,

WHAT DO THE “ FOLKS ” THINK?

_ Bishop Williams was called as wit- 
- ness fer Mr. Ford ih rebuttal of the 
testimony of Prof. J. S. Reeves of the 
University of Michigan, who said that 
in much of the Ford propaganda he 
recognized the thought of recognized 
‘anarchists. 
The same excerpts from the Ford 
writings were read to Bishop Williams 
and he testified in general that he had 
read and heard these things from 
Christians and pacifists who were not 
anarchists. He said that to his mind 
the Ford articles-were not anarchistic, 


expressed so often by the manufactur- 
er were common. to anarchist writings 
and that the practical effect of the 
Ford teaching would be to encourage a 
condition of anarchy. 
Bishop Enjoys Questioning. 
Bishop Williams is a large man who 
smokes a pipe. -He looks something 
like the pictures of G. K. Chesterton 
and has a rumbling voice. He enjoyed 
himself on the witness stand and joked 
with the lawyers for trying to force 
him into corners. He said he was a 
simple man trying to tell the truth. 
He said he had made some study of 
anarchist doctrines and that he had 
read all of the Ford writings put out 
during the anti-preparedness campaign 
of 1915-1916.

The whole project has Col: Judson’s 
approval on the condition that it in- 
clude a new. harbor district which 
would have a frontage of a mile and 
a half from Eighteenth street to Thir- 
ty-first street’ and a depth of “made . 
land” of half a mile from the shore- 
ward boundary to the present shore 
line. . 

The ordinance for the construction 
of the Illinois Central~passenger sta- . 
tion, railway electrification, and , 
establishment of another harbor 
trict cannot become effective unless | 
permits are obtained from the secre- | 
tary of war and the federal government — 
is persuaded to authorize the railroads 
to make the necessary expenditures. 
The recommendation of Col. Judson is 
therefore of importance. 


Park Plan Fayored. 
The recommendations of Col. Judson. 


are more favorable to the city’s plan 
for a park half a mile wide from 
Twelfth street to Fifty-first street than 
the report of Gen. William M. Black, : 
chief of engineers of the war depart-. 
ment. Gen. Black recommended a 
harbor to extend from Fourteenth 
street to Fifty-first street, eliminating 
the park. Col. Judson favors a har-: 
bor district from Eighteenth street to 
Thirty-first street, with an additional 
harbor for packet freight and passen- 
ger vessels off Grant park. The city 
council has agreed to set aside the 
shore from Sixteenth street to Thirty- 
first street for the new harbor district. 
Moreover, the district engineer ad- 
vocates that the city establish a har- 
bor district at its front door—Grant 
park—from Randolph street to Roose- 
velt road, so that in the future it may -
